OUR POLICIES DON'T ADD UP 

Now that Russia has us wondering which 
way aha will turn next, tlie prospects of what 
might happen in western Germany are cause 
for serious concern. 

And that brings up another issue reflecting 
to this country's discredit In' matters of for- 
eign affairs. 

Blnco the end of World war H, the Tru- 
man administration has sanctioned the dis- 
mantling ot industrial plants in western 
Germany. In spite of considerable opposition, 
it has clung to an Idealistic determination 
In this respect. 

Now, at the very time western allied au- 
thorities announce that dismantling of OBI 
plants will be completed by Oct. 1, there Is 
another authentic report that America, Brl- 
-- tain and France are-conslderlng-the -Indus-, 
trial rearmament of the Germans to bulwark 
the western defense system. 

As expressed by our own Senator Dwor- 
Bhak: 

"It Is tragic that the allied officials Bhould 
have been so unrealistic as to demand that 
these German plants should be used for 
reparations, partially behind the Iron cur- 
tain. There can be no effective resistance to 
communist aggression In western Europe 
without full utilization of the industrial po- 
tential of Qermany. However. 6,000,000 tons 
of steel capacity have heen lost through dis- 
mantling, and American spending In Europe 
win now he expanded to make up for, this 
short-sighted policy." 

Dworshak has opposed the Morgenthau 
plan from lis inception, frequently pointing 
out that there Is little logic In destroying the 
self-sufficiency of western Germany when It 
Is such a vital part of western Europe de- 
fense. Not only are the destruction of these 
plants and the disruption of German economy 
Ipdefenslble. he has argued, but obviously It 
will require several years to re-establish these 
industrial resources of western Germany.
